'wait' on two topics 


Members of the Lompoc City 
Council and Planning Commission 
held lengthy discussions on two 
controversial topics during a joint 
dinner meeting at the Lions Inn last 
night, and took a “ let’s wait and 
see” stand on both. 


The only point for discussion on a 
proposed 
Environmental 
Quality 
Commission, 
brought 
up 
by 
Planning Chairman Robert Kranig, 
was which should appoint members 
to the commission, the city council 
or the planners. 


Kranig said in his opinion the 
planning commission should make 
the 
appointments 
because 
the 
p ro p o sal 
co m b in es 
the 
Architectural Review Committee 
and the Environmental Quality 
Commission, and the Architectural 
Review Committee is subservient to 
the Planning Commission 


Councilmen E.C. Stevens, author 
of the proposal and Sol Lefkowitz 
both want the council to make the 
appointments. 
After lengthy discussion Stevens 
suggested the “ let’s wait and see 
stand” on the grounds that various 
other meetings and public hearings 
on the 
matter might help the 
members of 
the groups better 
decide which course to take. 


Planning Commissioner William 
Paulin brought up the subject of 
proliferating service stations and 
asked whether or not there was any 
legal method the city could use in 
controlling the number. 
Mayor Art Scott spoke out against 
trying to keep service stations from 
being constructed but added perhaps 
steps could be taken to insure that 
abandoned 
stations 
did 
not 
deteriorate. 


Planning Commissioner William 
Kick suggested the possibility of a 
surety Iwnd at the time a station is 
built to be used for the upkeep, if 
and when the station is abandoned. 
He noted, however, it would be 
necessary for stations to acquire a 
use permit before the city could 
apply a bond stipulation.

Administrator 
Dustin Griffin said that at a recent 
meeting of the Zoning Committee it 
was determined that a proposed 
nuisance ordinance might give the 
city control. He said in the event a

- House 
Democratic Leader Hale Boggs said 
today his home phone had been 
tappc^. He blamed the FB I and 
reaffirmed 
his demand that J. 
Edgar Hoover be fired. 
The Louisiana Democrat made 
the charge in a speech prepared for 
delivery late today to the House. 
Sources close to Boggs said he 
would also say there was other 
evidence the FB I had exercised 
improper 
surveillance 
over 
members of Congress 
Boggs prepared the speech in 
support of his assertion on April 5 
that the 76-year-old Hoover had 
adopted 
the 
tactics of 
Hitler’s 
Gestapo in spying on members of 
the House and Senate. His charge 
stirred a fury of official denials and 
demands that he retract or back up 
his accusations. 
Sources close to Boggs said the 
prepared speech included a charge 
that 
a 
telephone 
company 
investigator, checking interference 
last summer on his telephone in 
Washington, found evidence that the 
line had been tapped although the 


tap at that time had been removed. 
Boggs was reported to have no 
direct evidence the alleged tap had 
been applied in behalf of the FBI 
However, 
he 
noted 
that 
the 
telephone company officially denied 
to him there had been any tap. and 
he said he understood this denial 
was in line with company policy 
when taps were applied at FB I 
request. 
Boggs told a reporter he was not 
backing down from his demand that 
Hoover be fired. Aides said he did 
not expect his speech today to 
satisfy FB I defenders, but that he 
believed it would convince others of 
the truth of his charges. 
Rep. Samuel L. Devine, R-Ohio, a 
former special agent of the FBI, got 
permission to address the House for 
an 
hour 
immediately 
following 
Boggs’ remarks and was preparing 
a staunch defense of the agency and 
its veteran director. 
Devine made public a letter from 
Hoover thanking him for his support 
and charging that “ irresponsible 
charges of the nature which have 
been made against us in recent 


weeks could severely affect the 
F B I’s efficiency” unless the charges 
were properly answered 
Boggs’ 
aides 
privately 
have 
accused the Justice Department of 
leaking to the press in recent days 
parts of the evidence he expected to 
cite in support of his charge that the 
F B I 
had 
conducted 
improper 
surveillance

The apparent object, they said 
was to minimize impact of Boggs

group of Lompoc Valley citizens, to 
endorse

freeway

covering a proposed $7.5 million 
project on State Highway 1 over 
scenic Harris Grade. 
Spearheading the opposition were 
members of an organization known 
as Preservation of Lompoc’s Unique 
Surroundings 
(P L U S ) 
formed 
especially to fight the state freeway 
project on what is now a winding, 
two-lane mountain road for the most 
part. 
Commission chairman Robert C. 
Lilley, of Lompoc, took the position 
the freeway project was needed by a 
growing valley population, including 
farmers wanting to get their goods 
to market.

Duncan, 
another 
commission member from Lompoc, 
engaged in a running battle with 
opponents. 
The 
dean 
of 
the 
commission found himself on a rare 
occasion at the receiving end of 
sarcastic comments and jibes from 
feminine opponents claiming other 
highways in the area network were 
sufficient to handle present and 
future valley traffic. 
Dr. Duncan, who voted for the 
freeway pact which now goes to the 
Board of Supervisors for another

Law enforcements 
needs appear 
to be on increase 


(Fourth and final of a Series)

The multi-million dollar Sheriff’s Department and County Detention 
Services budgets aren’t likely to be reduced in coming years. 
In fact, a realistic look at them and trends being set throughout the 
state rnake it a foregone conclusion that more tax money will be 
needed in the near future for county law enforcement activities. 
That s the view of Sheriff John W. Carpenter and other local and 
state law enforcement officials. 
‘The trend of both state government and municipalities is to direct 
prisoners into county jail systems,” Carpenter showed.

“ Santa Barbara city is just waiting before putting their people into 
our new county jail. They are waiting until we get settled. It makes 
sense for them to close their city jail. In that way they’ll have five 
more people to put into other operations of the police department. 
Santa Maria and Lompoc appear to have similar plans.” 
Caфenter feels that there will be no new city police facilities built 
in the state that will contain jails because of the view that the county 
should accommodate city as well as county prisoners. 
“ There are some 25,000 prisoners in state prisons in California 
jaU ^ 
showed. “ And about 28,000 prisoners in the county 


“ Yet the budget for state prisons is about $100 million a year and for 
the county jails the total bpdget amounts to only about $50 million. 
“ The state turnover is about 6,000 inmates a year; the county 
turnover rate in county jails is more than one million inmates a year. 
Our job is thus much greater. 
“ It is time the counties looked to the state to provide some of this 
financing. 
“ If people arf concerned about the cost of running the county jail 
now, they had better be prepared for more expense, unless the state 
helps out. 
Some 1,700 or more prisoners booked annually in the Santa Barbara 
city jail would be housed instead in the county jail, with hundreds of 
other city jail prisoners from other municipalities transferred to the 
county operation in coming years, under the present trend 
“ We cannot do anything about it,” explained Carpenter. 
“ The 
sheriff of the county is required by law to provide a county jail for 
such prisoners.” 
Cities are obliged to provide for city prisoner upkeep only when such 
prisoners sent to county jails are arrested on city ordinances. That 
rarely, if ever, happens now, said Carpenter 
County prisoner expense is also augmented by their having to foot 
bills for city prisoners requiring 
medical, dental, and even 
psychiatric attention. 
Scarcely a month goes by without the Sheriff’s Department not 
getting a request to provide further services somewhere in the county. 
Carpenter is conferring with the San Luis Obispo sheriff over 
request of Cuyama Valley residents for added protection. 
The 
Cuyama area is included in both counties. Assignment of a resident 
deputy to take care of severe trespassing problems caused by surfers 
and others near Jalama County Beach Park also has been sought. 
Staffing remains a problem in the department other than the jail. 
“ There still are 35 people in the department with no basic training,” 
comments Carpenter. “ We had a basic recruiting training academy 
and had to take five from the jail force to undergo this training. This 
meant we had to replace these five with five from our patrol ” 
The patrol force already had six in the academy. 
That made the department 11 short on patrol. 
The academy graduation takes place April 21. After that. Carpenter 
will get his 11 patrol officers back. 
Caфenter is anxious to get some Federal funding for a study aimed 
at grouping of services and jobs in his department to bring atxjut 
greater efficiencey. 
He says he would like to have a research 
company develop plans for a federal funding program for such a 
study. The state government “ is way behind” in carrying out such 
requests and a Federal study program might be instituted now without 
much delay, he feels.

"The 
$1.60

in 1971 in the face of five 
years of an inflationary rise 
in living costs since it was 
last raised.” Biemiller told 
the subcommittee.

Sen. Sam J Ervin Jr.. D-N.C. had a stack 
of fallback amendments in his pocket, but 
the one officially before the Senate would 
change 
completely 
the 
thrust of 
the 
integration bill. 
The 
bill, 
backed 
by 
the 
Nixon 
administration, would authorize $1.5 billion 
over the next two years to help schools 
desegregate. Most of the funds—about 70 
per cent—would be in grants to school 
districts, largely in the South, which are 
under federal orders to desegregate. 
The rest would be split up for a variety of 
nationwide 
programs 
to 
improve 
the 
quality of integrated education. 
Ervin's amendment would declare that 
instead 
of 
allocating 
the 
money 
for 
specified purposes, such as integration, the 
$1.5 billion would be simply divided among 
the states in proportion to the number of 


school children in each state to the total 
national school population. 
“ Adopt my amendment,' Ervin told the 
Senate Wednesday, “ and you will do away 
with all this business of trying to divide the 
country into two parts.” 


Other Ervin amendments would outlaw 
busing to achieve racial balance, provide 
for freedom of choice of attendance, 
preserve neighborhood schools, declare 
that it was the absolute right of a child to 
attend the school closest to his home and 
prohibit use of any federal tax money to 
support any activity in parochial schools, 
regardless of whether that activity was 
religious in nature. 


Sen. John Stennis, 
D-Miss., had an 
amendment to require the same federal 
effort at desegregating schools in the 
North as in the South. So far, neither the 
law nor court decisions have required this, 
because segregation in the South grew out 
of former legal 
separation on 
races, 
whereas in the North it grew out of 
residential patterns.

J. Kenneth Wishart, pastor from 
1963-65 Currently he serves.

Sr. Hi Guild Girls 
will perform a play portraying the 
history of the church. Reminiscing 
throughout the afternoon with older 
members will be former ministers 
and current members. 
The local church began on April 2. 
1881 when seven people gathered in 
the home of E. R. Peck. Six of them 
were the "original members." The 
seventh, Marg Peck, stated her faith 
and was baptized in the river the 
following day, Sunday, April 3. 
Edwin Peck’s older brother Orson 
was elected deacon and held the 
office until his death at the age of 90 
in 1903. Deacon Peck supplied the 
church’s pastor with a horse and 
buggy, milk, eggs, and 
"human 
kindness” through those years. The 
church met in his home from August 
1881 when his brother Edwin died, 
until 
the 
church 
building 
was 
erected 
in 
1888. 
The 
original 
building is still part of the sanctuary 
of the present church building. 
The first pastor, J.O. Redden 
came to Lompoc in June 1886. He 
was pastor until 1891. A young man, 
he was dying of tuberculosis and his 
ministry was a personal struggle of 
great courage. 
Many early ministers came from 
England and there was an English 
"inHuence” 
in the church. One 
whose influence lives on in Lompoc 
was Rev. C.R. Corning, pastor from 
1894-1902, who remained in Lompoc

NEW YORK (U PI)-The 
man 
w ith 
d ecep tive 
symptoms of a heart attack 
thought 
he 
was 
kidding 
three puzzled doctors when 
he 
said 
maybe 
all 
his 
troubles could be traced to 
licorice. 
That was the first the 
doctors had heard of his 
switch in addictions, from 
cigarettes to licorice drops. 
Rather 
than 
getting 
a 
medical laugh he turned on 
a medical light. 
Since the 19th Century 
medical science has known 
that 
potassium , 
a 
constituent 
of 
blood, 
is 
essential 
for 
the 
heart. 
Since the 1950s it has been 
discovering licorice’s power 
to deplete blood potassium. 
But it remains obscure 
news which many doctors 
may not have heard. The 
word now is being spread 
through the medical world 
to look out for licorice 
addiction 
among 
ex­ 
cigarette smokers. Many of 
them assuage their yearning 
for a smoke by sucking on 
candy 
of 
one 
kind 
or 
another. 
The doctors for whom a 
light went on were Harold J. 
Robinson, 
Frank 
S. 
Harrison and Joseph T. L. 
Nicholson of the Bryn Mawr 
(Pa.) Hospital. The man 
had been brought in as an 
emergency 
patient, 
with 
most of the signs of a recent 
heart attack. 
But 
diagnostic 
tests 
showed there had not been 
one. Yet the heart muscle 
was behaving badly. His 
chemistry was much too 
alkaline, blood potassium 
level was far down and 
there were symptoms of 
kidney failure. The man was 
very sick. 
The doctors had 
been 
testing him for some 24 
hours when he got off his 
joke about licorice. Why, 
yes, he said, surprised by 
their serious interest, he 
had 
been 
reaching 
for 
licorice 
instead 
of 
a 
cigarette for three months. 
He was eating about four 
ounces of the candy a day. 


They 
established 
the 
diagnosis 
of 
“ licorice 
intoxication’’ 
and 
the 
treatment was to restore 
blood 
potassium 
to 
the 
normal level. It took 33 
hospital days, but when it 
was done, all symptoms 
were gone. 


Licorice is a European 
plant of the pea and bean 
family. Its dried root, with 
its characteristic taste, is 
used in candymaking and 
extracts were once widely 
used in medicine. But no 
longer, 
because of what 
doctors call “ side effects.” 


Robinson, Harrison and 
Nicholson 
reported 
their 
ex p erien ce 
to 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Medical 
Society’s 
journal. 
It 
commented editorially that 
because so many people are 
giving up cigarette-smoking 
for 
their 
health, 
there 
probably will be many such 
cases. 
“ Substituting 
food 
and 
candy is a commonly used 
way to try to cope with the 
urge to smoke,” the journal 
said. “ The potential serious 
consequences 
of 
licorice 
intoxication should alert the 
practicing physician. The 
need 
for 
public 
and 
physician awareness is self- 
evident.”

IS-The Key to Putting 


Whatever e l s e you say 
about putting, the cardinal 
concept is s t i l l that you 
should take the putter away 
from the ball on your back­ 
stroke low and slow. It may 
not be quite grammatical, 
but it sure works. 
Think of the blade of the 
p u t t e r as moving in the 
same plane a pool cue moves 
in. The cue is parallel to the 
table. You want to keep the 
putter blade low and parallel 
to the ground. Don’t jerk it 
up. 


I guess there is such a 
thing as keeping a putter too 
low -dragging it through the 
grass and upsetting y o u r 
stroke. You’re actually mov­ 
ing it along about a quarter 
of an inch off the ground. 
But you still want to keep it 
low and avoid hurrying the 
strqjte. 


My allusion to pool is no 
accident. I like to play pool, 
and 1 find that it helps my 
» 
stroke and touch 
'asper is as good a 
putter as I’ve ever seen, 
ami he has an old restored 
pool table in the basement 


of his home that he plays 
on whenever he has the 
chance. He says it has im­ 
proved his putting. That’s 
good enough for me.

Wynn calls it "Hall of Shame"

POMPANO BEACH, Fla. 
—(NEA)—Early Wynn has 
a suggestion for the Baseball 
Hall of Fame. 
“ If the Hall of Shame has 
one section for black players 
now, why don’t they split up 
the owners and managers 
and executives that are in it, 
too?” he asked. “The next 
thing you know, they’ll be 
putting a vendor who sold a 
helluva hot dog in next to 
Babe Ruth.” 
Wynn is bitter that he is 
not in next to Babe Ruth. 
Last year he came in second 
in 
the 
balloting 
to 
Yogi 
Berra. But neither received 
the minimum of 75 per cent 
of the votes 
cast. 
Wynn 
harbors a resentment toward 
the System—the System of 
Hall of Fame selection. And 
indirectly toward the writers 
who vote and, 
it seems, 
baseball in general. 
Wynn, who won 300 games 
in a 23-year major league 
career, was disturbed when 
Satchel Paige was recently 
chosen to be the first black 
player for a special Negro 
Leagues section in Coopers- 
town. 
“ I have nothing against 
Satch,” said Wynn, “I know 
Satch. We traveled together, 
played on the same team to­ 
gether, had a beer together. 
And in his time he was prob­ 
ably a helluva pitcher. But

he only won 20 games in the 
big leagues.” (Paige in fact 
won 28.) “ You can’t put him 
in for what he might have 
done.” 
That Paige is in a separate 
Negro Leagues section did 
not impress Wynn. He be­ 
lieves that a player should 
be in on his merit as a major 
league player. But if there 
are to be separate sections, 
then he thinks it hypocritical 
or asinine or both to have 
nonplayers in the same sec­ 
tion of the Hall as the play­ 
ers.

Space shuttle fight 


If you like the controversy over the supersonic 
transport, you'll love the one shaping up over the 
projected development of a space shuttle. 
As presently envisioned, the shuttle system would 
consist of two winged craft — a small orbiter riding 
piggyback on a huge booster 
The twin-engined orbiter would be about 210 feet long, 
with a wingspan of 124 feet and a launch weight of about 
900,000 pounds. 
The 12-engined booster would stand 270 feet high on the 
launch pad, have wings 150 feet long and weigh some 3.7 
million pounds at liftoff. 
The vehicles have been described as resembling a 747 
jumbo jet standing on its tail with a 707 transport on its 
back. 
Each vehicle would be manned by a crew of two and 
each would land under jet engine power. The larger one 
would return to base in about 90 minutes, after it had 
boosted the shuttle toward orbit, and the latter would 
return to earth as much as a week later. 
The shuttle could carry space station sections into 
orbit and a dozen crewmen at a time, to assemble the 
station or to man it. It could carry fuel and supplies and 
relief crews for space stations and serve as a space- 
rescue vehicle. 
Unlike the SST, however, the space shuttle has 
military applications, and that may be the kiss of death 
for it as far as many people are concerned. Already the 
Air Force has reportedly pressured the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration into changing the 
design of the orbiter from straight-winged to delta­ 
winged, which would give it much greater landing range 
and flexibility. 
NASA plans to ask Congress this year for authorization 
to build four or live shuttles at an estim ated cost ranging 
up to $25 billion, with the Air Force changes adding 
another half-billion. Also unlike the SST, the government 
would not be getting its money back from passenger 
fares or from sales to foreign nations.

An opening gun in the controversy has been fired by 
two assistant professors of political science at Columbia 
University. 
The defeat of the SST was welcome, say Gordon Adams 
and Ira Katznelson, but it left intact “ the technocratic 
institutional 
arrangem ents 
and 
assumptions 
that 
sponsored and informed the project. 


The space shuttle raises issues of fundamental 
importance, they say. They cite m ilitary - civilian 
agency relationships (relationships evil by definition), 
the potential for an accelerated arm s race, extended 
social control possibilities (whatever that means), a 
distorting economic impact, inegalitarian effects on 
income and resource allocation (whatever that m eans) 
and the 
nature of closed decision - making by 
technocratic elite (evil by definition). 
Adams and Katznelson call for a move now “ to open 
discussion of the consequences of the shuttle decision for 
our public and private lives.' 


By all means, the expenditure of upwards of $25 billion 
demands the fullest public discussion and weightiest 
congressional 
deliberation. But 
if 
the 
discussion 
degenerates into charges that the shuttle is the latest 
attem pt by some technocratic - m ilitary - industrial elite 
to foist another white elephant off on a helpless public 
then little will be served by it. 
The space shuttle is the next logical step in the 
exploration and utilization of space. It is the only 
solution to the enormous expense and waste of using 
spacecraft boosters only once and letting them drop into 
the ocean. 
But if it again becomes a question of waiting until 
every last problem on earth is solved before we can 
afford to devote some part of our resources to expanding 
the frontier of aerospace technology, then we had better 
start thinking about getting out of the space business 
entirely.

third in a field of 
three candidates. 
The defeat in Valley balloting is 
even more significant when you 
consider that Burke with eight years 
under his belt could be considered to 
be an officeholder with a following. 
Burke is a fine person. He has a 
reputation 
for 
being 
a 
highly 
professional worker in his field of 
chemistry. He has an intellect of 


admirable proportions. 
He is easy to talk with, reasonable 
in his approach to the day to day 
considerations that might face a 
trustee. 
However, and it's a big however, 
most of the voters in Lompoc Valley 
said in clear cut tones that they 
really preferred another to watch 
over the welfare of the Lompoc 
Valley area on the college board. 
All this has to change. 


Karl Braun who topped all other 
candidates in the school board race 
gives most of the credit for his 
success to a team of hardworking 
su p p o rte rs 
who 
cam p aig n ed 
diligently on his behalf. 
It also didn't hurt to run with the 
endorsement of the Record. The 
Lompoc Education Association also 
endorsed him, so I'm told, but the 
value of the assistance is uncertain. 
It didn't hurt him, but then on the 
other hand, the LEA also endorsed 
David Lemos who cam e in seventh 
in the 10-candidate field.

Subsequently, he served a term in

memory of Robert F. Kennedy.

Society. 
For instance, there were those 
(myself included) who commented 
that Mr. Nixon's recent refusal to 
give a date when all American 
troops would be out of Vietnam was 
a sign of courage, given the clear 
indication, that the overwhelming 
majority of the American people 
desire to be given such a date. Wills 
comment? “ I prefer heroes who are 
not “ brave' with other m en's lives.’

As 
soldiers, we are asked to show 
courage on the firing line, and it is 
reported that, when Mr. Nixon was a 
solider, he did so. Later in life, 
courage is needed in many different 
situations, in facing personal, and 
public crises Is Mr Wilis saying 
that it is improper to consider the 
courage 
of 
Julius 
Caesar, 
or 
Alexander the Great, or Napoleon 
Bonaparte, or Winston Churchill, 
because more often than not they 
were engaged not in exposing their 
own lives to the enem ies' weapons, 
but the lives of the soldiers whom 
destiny put them in command of? 


Wills then takes offense at Billy 
Graham who, commenting on the 
fate of Lt. Calley. said “ Perhaps it 
is a good tim e for each of us to re­ 
evaluate our life. We have all had 
our My Lais in one way or another, 
perhaps not with guns, but we have 
hurt others with a thoughtless word, 
an arrogant act or a selfish deed." 
Observes Wills: “To equate My Lai 
... with a thoughtless word does not 
so 
much 
dim inish 
My 
L ai's 
importance as destroy any claim 
Graham has to speak seriously 
about m orality." 
R e a l l y , 
it 
r e q u i r e s 
t h e 
Nixonization of the spleen, so to 
affect a critic's reasoning powers. 
Graham did not equate My Lai with 
“ a thoughtless word," he observed 


merely that many men are tempted 
bv special circumstances to quite 
hideous lengths. The objective harm 
done differs: perhaps it is the killing 
of helpless children, as at My Lai. 
Perhaps it 
is the psychological 
castration of the human being, as in 
Albee's Virginia Wolfe. Sadism, 
hysteria, and thoughtlessness, in 
different 
mixes, are generically 
responsible for My Lai, and for 
some of the criticism s made of 
public figures. Garry Wills has 
written imploring rrie please to 
learn to distinguish between Fathers 
Daniel and Philip K errigan, and I 
am writing back today promising to 
make the effort, in return for which 
I ask that he learn to distinguish 
between Nixon and Satan. 


Meandering with Jackson

Last week, during the free-for-all

for 
the introduction of 
this bill is a direct 
result of the unten­ 
able situation which 
existed down in Los 
Angeles and some 
of the outlying com­ 
munities 
of 
that 
spreading 
m ega­ 
lopolis during the 
prim ary 
election 
campaign. 
Almost 
without 
exception, 
the 
public-spirited citizens 
who 
had 
offered themselves as candidates 
found 
that 
they 
were 
unknown 
quantities except within their own, 
individual trustee districts. 
Mrs. Rosalind Wyman is a case in 
point. At one time, she served as a 
member of the Los Angeles City 
Council. She has also been before 
the 
public 
as 
a 
hard-charging 
w orker 
in 
D em ocratic 
P arty 
circles for many years. As a result, 
she was, during the prim ary, and 
still remains, a fairly well-known 
candidate. 
Yet, 
by 
her 
own 
admission, she said she went into 
areas of the community college 
district not within the physical 
boundaries 
of 
the 
city 
of 
Los 
Angeles, only to find that she was 
not only unknown, but that many 
people did not know they could vote 
for her, since she was not running 
from their trustee district. 
The 
situation 
was 
somewhat 
ludicrous. But, what is even worse 
as far as we local citizens of 
Lompoc are concerned, is that the 
same 
ludicrous 
situation 
exists 
here. 
Tuesday, when a minority of us 
went to the polls to vote for a 
majority of our school board, we 
also had on the ballot one contested 
office for trustee of the Allan 
Hancock College Board It just so 
happened that the trustee district 
concerned was the Lompoc area, 
and man> of the voters here, I am 
sure, thought the Hancock College 
Board m ember would be elected by 
the people of the Lompoc Valley. 
Such, however, was not the case. 
We here in the Lompoc Valley did 
not elect Ed Burke. Or, rather, re­ 
elect 
him, 
since 
he 
was 
the 
incumbent. The voters of the area 
actually cast their ballots in favor of 
Gene Huseman, by an almost two to 
one plurality. 
It is plain, as the results of local 
balloting are analyzed that at least 
we here in Lompoc were desirous of 
seeing a new face on the board to 
represent our trustee district. 


But, because board trustees are 
elected at large, and not from just 
within the trustee district, it was 
possible for the remaining four 
trustee areas to determ ine for us 
who our representative to that board 
should be. 
This is not a very acceptable 
position as far as I am concerned. It 
isn’t that I 
have any personal 
animosity 
towards 
Ed 
Burke, 
because I don’t. For he has served 
our community diligently both on 
the local and school board and on the 
college board for many years. 
What I do resent, though, is that 
when 
t r u s t e e 
d i s t r i c t s 
are 
geographically defined, we cannot 
elect the person we really want to 
elect. 
The 
bill 
en tered 
into 
the 
legislature on behalf of the Los 
Angeles 
Co mm uni ty 
College 
District is a good one, except for one 
thing. It should be amended to

college 
districts in the state.

If home remodeling is on the 
schedule, due consideration should 
be given to the laundry area.

Discourage Burglars 


Pin-tumbler locks on all outside 
doors offer the most protection. 
Doors with glass panels should 
also have double cylinder locks 
which require keys on the inside. 


Exterior doors which open out­ 
ward should be constructed with 
hinges of a type where the pins 
cannot be removed. 
Slide bolts and chains on the in­ 
side of all outer doors are an inex­ 
pensive investment. 


Remember, locks that you can 
open with a skeleton key also can 
be opened by anyone who buys 
such keys at a hardware store. 
Door molding should be tight in 
areas of mortise locks to prevent 
them from being shimmed with a 
flat piece of celluloid or other 
device. Driving a row of small 
head nails through the molding in 
a vertical line about eight inches 
long in the area of the latch will 
help, or, shimproof locks which 
have two moving parts in the latch 
may be installed. 


Sliding glass doors and windows 
are easily forced. By ptacing a 
piece of wood (a broomstick will 
do) in the bottom track movement 
is prevented.

For the woman who indulges in 
arts and crafts projects, the sink 
acts as a clean-up center where 
hands can be cleaned and brushes 
washed. Since most cleaning sup­ 
plies will be stored in the laundry 
area, the sink automatically be­ 
comes the place where dust mops, 
pails and sponges are rinsed or 
washed before putting away. 
The laundry area can be one of 
the handiest places in the house­ 
hold if the time is taken during 
planning stages to design it for 
maximum efficiency.

SAFETY TIPS FOR 
CHAIN-SAW USERS 


More than five million Ameri­ 
can households this year are ex­ 
pected to own a chain saw — a 
power tool once used almost ex­ 
clusively by professional lumber­ 
men. 


The estimate was made by W S. 
Mergott, Sears, Roebuck and Co. 
National Merchandise Manager, 
based on industry-wide marketing 
surveys. 
He attributes the chain saw’s 
increasing popularity to an evolu­ 
tion of the product into a light­ 
weight unit that is versatile enough 
for many around-the-home uses. 
Without being a skilled crafts­ 
man, a homeowner can use a chain 
saw to build furniture for patio, 
garden or camp; to erect cabins, 
bridges, fences or other rustic 
structures, and to create a number 
of other valuable articles. 
These uses are in addition to the 
basic jobs of firewood cutting, tree 
cutting or trimming, clearing land 
and pruning. 
With non-professional users of 
chain saws on the increase (now 
two of every three owners), knowl­ 
edge of proper operation proce­ 
dures becomes even more import­ 
ant, said Mergott. 
“A chain saw is no more danger­ 
ous than many other power tools, 
but a few basic pointers are neces­ 
sary before you start,” he said. He 
listed the following rules, which 
are included in the operator’s 
manual furnished with all repu­ 
table chain saws: 


1. Always fuel saw over bare 
ground away from the work area; 
start the saw at least 10 feet away 
from the fueling point. 
2. Breaking in a new engine and 
chain is important, so don’t at­ 
tempt a heavy cutting load im­ 
mediately. Run the new engine for 
the first few minutes at reduced 
speeds, pressing the oil pump lever 
frequently to lubricate chain and 
guide bar groove. 
3. Keep the chain sharp at all 
times. Avoid cutting into dirt or 
sand; check it for sharpness and 
tension after each refueling and 
sharpen after three or four tanks 
of fuel are used. 
4. Plan all work — before start­ 
ing to cut. pick a clear place to 
stand. Control the saw using both 
hands; don’t fight the saw Let the 
saw’s weight and self-feeding ac­ 
tion carry the chain through its 
work. 
5. If a cut begins to close, pull 
saw out and insert a wedge into the 
cut before it ‘pinches” the bar. 
6. Always cut on the uphill side 
of a log. Stand to the side to keep 
out of the path of flying chips. 
7. Advise observers to keep 
clear of the work area. 


After years of research and test­ 
ing. a new insulation board prod­ 
uct, called “ sound deadening 
board,” has been found to signifi­ 
cantly reduce noise flow through 
walls, particularly when used with 
acoustical ceiling tile.

If you want to know where the 
action is in the home, look to the 
nursery. Children’s rooms have 
never been more colorful nor had 
more bounce.

Another most important factor 
in the nursery is light, and let it 
be plentiful Tyndale lamps are 
“ sta rrin g ” attractions: a frog 
lamp “ watches” a supergraphic 
seal, again painted on the wall, 
twirl a hall decorated with two 
strips of carpeting Light is cap­ 
tured, too, in a plastic cube, lit 
from within, that is to a child a 
beautiful, bright glowing block of 
color. Set in a corner, it doubles 
as a stand for play paper flowers. 


The accessories in the room add 
to the decor and help 'organize' 
the many toys and props in a 
child’s life. Open shelves store 
the toys, and one of the best ma­ 
terials to use is easy to care for 
plastic.

A worn-out roof is a little like 
graying hair — a sign of age.

The need for a miniature office 
at home is part of the paradox of 
our times. Automation has in­ 
creased leisure hours, but actual 
free tim e of the executive and the 
professional is mired in paper­ 
work. With unfinished business 
carried home, and complicated tax 
systems that require everybody to 
be his own bookkeeper, it is inevi­ 
table that the home, once the re­ 
fuge from the cares of the day, has 
become a place where a desk and 
filing cabinet are necessary equip­ 
ment.

Your house is in good shape, but

The toughest challenge when re­ 
decorating is to turn a huge wall 
into an effective and decorative 
backdrop Your furniture and how 
you use your room almost dictates 
the floor plan, but walls are an­ 
other thing. And, there are four of 
them for every floor area requir­ 
ing vertical space planning. 


The most difficult walls are win- 
dowless ones, or without fireplace 
or 
beams to lead the way — a 
huge expanse of unrelieved wall- 
space. How to make them interest­

Many choose w allpaper 
which introduces pattern but with 
a large wall, the design of the 
paper can take over. One of the 
best solutions is to use a mixed 
bag of tricks.

Another very good method, and 
not necessarily instead of the 
sketches, is to lay the shelves and 
accessories in the planned group­ 
ings right out on the floor This can 
save both time and labor, and 
gives room for experimentation. 
“ Instant G r o u p i n g s " c an be 
formed and mistakes avoided be­ 
fore the first nail goes into the 
wall. One warning: don’t over­ 
crowd ! 


An intriguing tip for home gar­ 
deners is a way to utilize the 
empty plastic bottles in which 
liquid bleaches are packaged By 
cutting the top off one of the bot­ 
tles, you will have an excellent 
planter in which to start spring 
seedlings. The top with its built-in 
handle, need not go to waste, 
either. When the sides are sliced 
away, with a razor or sharp knife 
it makes a dandy funnel for pour­ 
ing gasoline into power mowers, 
or pouring insecticides into spray 
gun tanks.

Tulips or daffodils are not due to 
a |:^ a r in gardens until April and 
May, but your florist has them 
now. They will stay fresh for al­ 
most a week if you observe proper 
care. 
The minute the flowers arrive 
put them in water. Two or three 
inches is sufficient. Cut stems 
diagonally so they won’t stand flat 
on the bottom of the vase, for they 
can’t absorb water that way. 
S elect a spot away from 
draughts, excessive heat and 
direct sunlight. 
Add fresh water daily . . . and 
enjoy them!

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STRIPPING WALLPAPER AND 


REPAINTING JOBS ARE EASIER 


WITH THIS HOUSEHOLD AIDE 


If your household refurbishing 
plans include painting or repaper- 
ing, consider tackling the job your­ 
self. The advantages can outweigh 
the work. You’ll save money. You 
won’t be at the mercy of your local 
contractor who will schedule the 
job at his convenience rather than 
yours. And you can do as much or 
as little as you want at a time, or 
whenever you feel in the mood. 
So collect your courage and 
plunge. Since success depends 
greatly on how thoroughly you pre­ 
pare your wall, here are a few 
tips: 
Get down to the bare plaster if 
there are already more than three 
layers of paper on your walls. An 
easy way to get there is with a 
piping hot solution of washing soda 
. . . about three tablespoons of the 
soda to the quart of water. You’ll 
find the washing soda in the laun­ 
dry supply section of your local 
supermarket. Use a scrub brush or 
a sponge to apply it, or use the gar­ 
den sprayer. Once the mixture 
penetrates the paper, the paper 
can be peeled off from the top 
downwards with an occasional 
nudge from a wide-bladed putty 
knife. Any remaining scraps of 
paper or dry glue can be scrubbed 
off with a stiff-bristled brush 
sprinkled with dry washing soda. 
Rinse wall and let dry thoroughly 
before papering. 
If there are three or less pre­ 
vious layers of paper and the top 
one is in good condition, just add 
the new one over the old. Apply 
paste sparingly, for the moisture 
from excess paste can soften the 
old paste, loosening the old wall 
paper. 
If you’re simply repainting a 
wall don’t skip that important pre­ 
liminary wash-down or your fresh 
paint may chip, peel or blister. The 


pwes of the surface are filled with 
grease, soil or moisture so the 
fresh paint can’t penetrate to form 
a firm bond. A good cleaner, since 
it can dig out the stubbornest 
grime, is again washing soda. And 
it removes the dirt and grease 
without leaving a soapy film. It 
also dulls glossy paints so the new 
coat gets a better grip. Three 
tablespoons of washing soda to the 
gallon of hot water cleans, while 
double the amount dulls the sur­ 
face. Rinse well and let wall dry 
thoroughly before wielding the 
the paint brush. 
Wash down your walls in the 
same way if you’re papering over 
a painted surface. Rinse well; and 
when dry, coat with a thin glue 
size. When this is dry, paper. 
To hold mulch around garden 
plantings that winter-kill use rust­ 
proof aluminum screening. Drive 
l ”x2’ stakes into the ground about 
r deep around the plant but far 
enough away to avoid the roots. 
Staple or tack a 12” wide strip of 
aluminum screening to the stakes 
around the plant, and fill with 
mulch. The screening will not rust 
and will hold the mulch in place 
through the Winter. 
An item to keep in your tote 
bag or basket is an antiseptic to 
apply promptly to cuts, nicks and 
scratches which are inevitable. 
When you have washed and dried 
your hands and arms, rub them 
wdl with the antiseptic to help 
heal and ease discomfort.

Those attractive sliding glass 
doors and picture windows that are 
so popular in today’s homes can be 
a menace but they need not be! 
If yours are made of annealed 
glass, which is generally less than 
a quarter-inch in thickness and 
shatters easily, you can replace 
this with shatterproof safety glass. 
Safety glass can be cracked but 
it will not shatter and while it is 
somewhat more expensive than 
ordinary glass, it provides insur­ 
ance against the common walk­ 
through accident, with serious or 


fatal injuries. 


In addition to insistence on 
safety glass, those who own homes 
with glass panels or doors should 
follow safety rules; assume that a 
glass door is not open! 
Do not permit children to run or 
play near glass doors. Scatter 
rugs, toys and other articles that 
might cause a person to slip, trip 
or fall should be kept away from 
glass door areas. 
It’s also a good idea to apply 
decals, decorative stickers, or 
pressure tape to glass doors at
